Employment 
bill unveiled 
by Carter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter today unveiled a compromise full 
employment bill establishing the “am­ 
bitious ... very difficult” national goal of 
reducing unemployment from 7 percent 
to 4 percent by 1983. 
The m easure, which requires no 
specific action by the president to reach 
that goal, has been endorsed by a coali­ 
tion of 32 labor, civil rights and other 
groups concerned about the nation’s 
current high jobless rate. 
Carter, who never fully supported the 
original m easure proposed by Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., and Rep. 
Augustus Hawkins, D-Calif., noted the 
com prom ise has been altered to 
emphasize the goverment’s commitment 
both to jobs and price stablility. 
The president asked Congress to pass 
the compromise. 
"This is an ambitious objective and 
one that may prove very difficult to 
achieve, but setting our sites high 
challenges us to do our best,” he said in a 
statement. 
The bill establishes a framework for 
economic policymaking requiring the 
president to submit to Congress his five- 
year projection of goals for employment. 


unemployment, production and income. 
The p re sid e n t’s firs t rep o rt to 
Congress would require him to set a goal 
for reducing unemployment by 1983 to 4 
percent for all workers over age 16 and 3 
percent for those over age 20. 
Unemployment has fallen 2 percent 
since the recession peak of 9 percent in 
May 1975, and administration officials 
now concede their original projections 
for 6.6 percent joblessness by the end of 
1977 were too optimistic. 
Some seven million persons currently 
are unemployed, although the economy 
has generated about 3.5 million jobs over 
the past year. 
The compromise measure was a disap­ 
pointment to those who expected it 
would re q u ire new jo b -c re a tin g 
programs of the administration. The bill 
simply recommends some programs, 
most of them already undertaken by the 
administraton. 


The bill does not specify what 
procedures Congress must take to 
review the economic goals and blueprint 
it receives from the president. Carter 
said Congress should write its own 
procedures for review. 
Stiffer utility 
guidelines urged

City Council tomorrow night will con­ 
sider a resolution which would give the 
city utility departments a better grip on 
about $40,000 in city utility bills which es­ 
cape unpaid each year. 
The city has combined existing regula­ 
tions with some new requirements to 
allow the city to single out problem 
customers and clamp down on delinquent 
utility bills which have become a chronic 
nationwide problem 
To protect the city against unpaid bills, 
the proposal would require customers es­ 
tablishing service to pay a deposit equal 
to twice the average bill of their 
residence 
Replacing the $10 deposit the city has 
been using, the new guidelines would 
cost $50 to $60 for an apartment or about 
$80 for a house to start service, ac­ 
cording to Assistant City Administrator 
Bob Livingston 
The deposit hike is identical to propor­ 
tionate deposits Southern California Gas 
Co. and Pacific Gas & Electric Co. have 
been charging for years 
The stiffened deposits would be 
charged to new customers who could not 
establish a good credit rating or 
customers with a history of delinquent or 
non-payment of bills, Livingston said. 
Further, the proposed regulations 
would allow the city, for the first time, to 
charge for returned checks, turnoffs for 
non-payment and meter tests. 
Meter 
test charges would be charged to a 
customer only if the meter proved to be 
accurate. 
Another incentive to pay utility bills on 
time is a $2 late charge included in the 
proposal. The added fee would be tacked 
on without notice if payment is not 
received within 10 days after the 
delinquent date. 
Livingston said, however, the late 
charge is conditional and would probably 
be applied “ to people we are having 
problems with." 


The late fee is an added arm the city 
“ may” use, Livingston said, “just in 
case we start having real difficulties in 
the future ” 
Government agencies are excluded 
from the late charge, he explained, 
"because we know we’re going to get our 
money from them " 
The added regulations follow a dis­ 
closure earlier this year that the city had 
eaten more than $100,000 in unpaid city 
utility bills. 
Livingston said in the past, delinquent 
accounts hadn't been followed up as 
aggressively as they are now and that 
the $100,000 ’probably represented about 
two and one-half year s “worth of unpaid 
bills 
“Uncollectibles are running much bet- 
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ter now — probably better than most 
other utilities in town.” 
Livingston said Lompoc annually turns 
over about $50,000 worth of unpaid ac­ 
counts to a collection agency. Of that, he 
said about 25 percent is collected, leav­ 
ing the annual loss running about $40,000. 
With about 10,000 individual accounts in 
Lompoc, Livingston estimated it totals 
about $4 extra per year each city 
customer pays of someone else’s bill. 
“Everybody in town is paying these 
delinquent bills and we’re penalizing the 
people that pay their bills promptly,” 
Livingston said. 
“The problem nationwide, has become 
more and more acute.” 
Council will consider the proposal at 
their regular meeting 7:30 Tuesday in 
the School Administration Board Room, 
1301 North A St. 
In other items, council will:

Environmental dispute 
to be settled by court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court today agreed to settle a dispute 
between environmentalists and a big 
public utility over the snail darter, a tiny 
fish whose preservation has halted a $116 
million hydroelectric project in Tennes­ 
see. 
The justices will hear arguments later 
this term on the case — the first of its 
kind to reach the high court — which 
boils down to a clash between two acts of 
Congress 
Acceptance of the appeal came in a 
batch of orders the court issued before 
recessing its public sessions for two 
weeks. In some of the others, the 
justices: 
— Rejected the appeals of John 
Spenkelink, who has been fighting for 
many months to escape F lorida’s 
electric chair, and Joseph James Blake, 
under death sentence in Georgia for 


throwing his girl friend’s 2-year-old 
daughter to her death from a bridge. 
—Rejected the appeal of a former 
county Judge in Alabama, TTiomas Mc­ 
Donald, who was convicted of accepting 
promises of sexual favors from a woman 
defendant while he was on the bench. 
—Agreed to review Iowa’s system of 
taxing the income of a corporation which 
sells its products in the state but 
manufactures them elsewhere. 
—Let stand a ruling that prison of­ 
ficials must make some showing they 
were not arbitrary in denying an in­ 
mate’s request to call witnesses for dis­ 
ciplinary proceedings. 
The snail darter case involves the ap­ 
peal by the Tennessee Valley Authority 
of an order from the 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals which stopped it from 
closing the impoundment gates on the 
nearly completed Tellico Dam. 


LONDON (UPI) — British troops 
swung into their new emergency role of 
firefighters today when nearly 35,000 
members of the nation’s fire brigades 
went on strike. Two of the soldiers were 
overcome by smoke on their first call to 
battle a blaze in Birmingham 
TTie fire broke out on the fifth floor of 
an apartment block. 
Ladders on the troops' antiquated 
“Green Goddess” fire trucks — hauled 
out of mothballs — were too short to 
reach the fire. Police had to help the 
steel-helmeted troops haul fire hoses up 
the outside of the building. 
The soldier-firemen then took turns 
dashing into the building through thick 
smoke to direct hoses on the fire. 
Two men were overcome by the fumes 
and needed emergency oxygen treat­ 
m ent before the flam es w ere ex­ 
tinguished after 40 minutes. There were 
no other injuries. 
Earlier, nearly all of Britain’s 35,000 
firefighters ignored government appeals 
to keep working and went on their first 
strike. The walkout left the safety of 
lives and property in the hands of 13,000 
soldiers and 4.000 volunteers. 
The firefighters are demanding a 30 
percent wage increase, which is 20 per­ 
cent more than the government’s anti­ 
inflation annual pay raise ceiling. A fully 
qualified British firefighter with four 
years training is paid $118 a week. 
R ees said the governm ent had 
promised a 10 percent raise now and of­ 
fered to continue negotiations on work­ 
ing conditions and hours He said their 
workweek would be cut from 48 hours a 
week to 42 as soon as more men have 
been trained 
Army troops were assigned regular 
shifts and equipped with 70 Civil Defense 
fire trucks, nicknamed the “Green God­ 
desses” from their drab green paint. 
The vehicles lack radios, sirens and 
flashing warning lights and police cars 
will have to escort them through the 
streets. 
A lthough a sm a ll n u m b e r of 
firefighters may disregard the strike call 
on grounds of conscience, the majority 
are determined to carry on the strike. 


Intruder rapes 
Lompoc woman 


A 30-year-old Lompoc woman reported 
a man crawled through her bedroom 
window early this morning, held a pillow 
over her face and raped her. 
The woman was apparently not in­ 
jured She told police the man awakened 
her, ordered her not to move and then 
subdued her with the aid of the pillow 
There were no suspects today. 


MANILA, Philippines (UPI) — Fire 
raged through a seven-story tourist hotel 
across the street from the U.S. Embassy 
at the height of a typhoon today, killing 
more than 40 people, including at least 
one American. 
Typhoon Kim, packing winds of up to 
110 mph and torrential rains, killed 
another 19 people. An estimated 48,000 
were left homeless by the storm. 
P hilippine N ational Red C ross 
Headquarters put the number of dead in 
the fire at 42 with 13 others injured as 


rescue workers braved wind and rain to 
dig into the gutted shell of the hotel until 
nightfall. 
The Red Cross said Kenneth Charles of 
Riverdale, Md , was one of the victims. 


Witnesses said several guests jumped 
to their deaths from upper-floor windows 
in the Filipinas Hotel across the street 
from the U.S. Embassy. 
Before the advent of new, luxury chain 
hotels in Manila, the Filipinas was one of 
the first class hotels in the city. More 
Nigeria calls for oil 
embargo against Africa 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - Nigeria, 
setting the pace for a new push by black 
African nations, called today for an oil 
and investments embargo and other 
economic sanctions against South Africa 
to force an end to apartheid. 
Nigerian Foreign Minister Joseph 
Garba said a global arms embargo 
declared by the Security Council against 
the Pretoria government was too little 
and too late and that only a “total em­ 
bargo” would suffice. 
Garba, opening what was expected to 
be a lengthy debate on apartheid, also 
warned the U N General Assembly that 
if Namibia and Zimbabwe "cannot be 
freed in 1978 by negotiations., they must 
be freed by other means.” 
Zimbabwe is the black African name 
for Rhodesia and Namibia is South 
Africa’s former mandate of South West 
Africa. 


Unlike the Security Council action 
which made the arms embargo man­ 
datory, the General Assembly can only 
make recommendations. But Garba’s 
remarks were viewed as the keystone of 
a black African position that could again 
go to the council. 


“How can the Security Council deal 
with one aspect (arms) and not the 
other?” said Garba, in calling for an end 
to oil deliveries to and investments in 
South Africa. Oil, he said, makes 
Pretoria’s military machine run 
The black African states view oil as 
perhaps South Africa’s most vulnerable 


point. It is one of the few minerals that 
South Africa has none of its own. 
“The Organization for African Unity 
has called for oil sanctions against South 
Africa,” Garba said. “We are presently 
in contact with major oil-producing 
countries to make this a reality." 
The U N. Security Council declared an 
arms embargo against Johannesburg 
two weeks ago. It was the first such ac­ 
tion ever taken against a U N. member 
state. 
Boeing accord 
achieved today 


SEATTLE (UPI) — A tentative agree­ 
ment was reached today in a strike 
against the Boeing Co. which had idled 
about 17,000 w orkers of the Aero 
Mechanics Union since Oct. 4. 
Negotiations between the company 
and union were carried out all weekend 
and the tentative agreem ent was 
reached about 3 a m. 
A1 Schultz, chief negotiator for the un­ 
ion, did not disclose terms of the ten­ 
tative agreement but said it would be 
presented to a vote of the union 
membership as soon as “we can find a 
hall big enough to hold the vote.” 
Schultz said that vote would probably 
come Wednesday. He said the union is 
not making any recommendation to its 
members on the terms of the new con­ 
tract

NEW YORK (UPI) - A tentative set­ 
tlement to the strike by dockworkers 
from Maine to Virginia was reached Sun­ 
day and shipping industry officials said 
they expected to begin moving billions of 
dollars of merchandise soon, including 
Christmas items stranded in ports for up 
to six weeks. 
The three-year tentative contract was 
announced here by officials of the Inter­ 
national 
Longshoremen’s 
Association 
and operators of container ships along 
the East Coast, which the union struck 
on Oct. 1. 


ILA President Thomas W. Gleason 
said the pact — which he had predicted 
Friday would be settled over the 
weekend — provided unprecedented job 
s e c u rity p ro v isio n s to p ro te c t 
longshorem en's jobs ag ain st the 
encroachment of containerization. 
Containerization utilizes giant steel 
boxes loaded and unloaded by machines, 
which require less manpower. 


G leason also said the co n tract 
provided “a little over a 30 percent in­ 
crease” in wages and fringe benefits 
over the three-year period. 
The agreem ent is considered a 
“ master contract" for the industry and 
directly affects 35,000 ILA members 
working in ports from Portsmouth, 
Maine to Hampton Roads, Va. 
Gleason said the contract would

Civil Defense and Red Cross officials 
sent out teams to survey damage caused 
by the typhoon Several hundred fami­ 
lies in the Manila area fled to temporary 
evacuation centers 
The typhoon snapped telephone and 
pow er lines and wide a re a s of 
metropolitan Manila, a zone of four 
cities and 13 towns with a population of 8 
million people, had no electricity, water 
or working telephones. 
President Ferdinand Marcos ordered a 
shutdown of government and private of­ 
fices in the stricken areas except those 
involved in relief operations Schools 
also were closed. 
All flights in and out of Manila were 
canceled since late Sunday night and of­ 
ficials also suspended sea and rail traf­ 
fic. 
Flooding was reported in scattered 
areas of Manila and there was scant road 
traffic in the city’s main streets as most 
residents stayed indoors Streets were 
littered with debris, including blown- 
down billboards. 
There was no immediate report of 
damage to the two major American 
military bases in the Philippines, Clark 
Air Base, 60 miles north of Manila and 
Subic Bay, 90 miles northwest of the city.

Famed American document 
doesn't unnerve Lompocans

In Birmingham, Ala., some 
students found that when people 
unknowingly read the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, many 
mistook it for writings by a hip­ 
pie, Com munist or other 
“ radical.” 
Three Lompoc High School 
students 
recently discovered 
that people in this town are not 
as un-American. 
When confronted with state­ 
ments from the document — un­ 
labeled — Lompocans mostly 
agreed that people may “ alter 
or abolish" their government 
when it denies human equality 
or the “ unalienable Rights. ... 
Life, Liberty, and the pursuit of 
Happiness.” 
Seniors Dotie Shanks, Lisa 
Scott and Robyn Smith sat in 
front of T hrifty Drug and 
Discount Store three days in a 


row to test their presumption 
that Lompoc would react like 
Birmingham. 
But over 85 percent of those 
surveyed, 136 people, agreed 
with the Declaration — whether 
verbatim or rewritten as a dis­ 
guise. 
The students also discovered, 
however, that most people did 
not recognize the document. 
Though the pollsters did not ask 
“ What have you read?," only 25 
percent identified it as the 
opening paragraphs of the 
Declaration. 
On the second day of the sur- 
v e y , o n ly n in e p e rc e n t 
recognized a partly rewritten 
version of the document. And 
on the third day, a mere 3 per­ 
cent — two of 60 people — 
recognized a co m p letely 
paraphrased version 
“ I found it appaling.” Smith 
wrote in a paper for American 


Government, “ that so few (10.3 
percent) recognized the docu­ 
ments. 
“ I had expected more people 
to recognize the document, es­ 
pecially since this is a military- 
oriented town. I had thought 
that people working for or in 
the military would know about 
the country they are serving.” 
Teacher John Vass thought 
she was a bit too harsh. 
“ One should consider another 
point,” he told her. “ Although it 
is appalling that only 10 percent 
recognized the document, 85 
percent are in basic agreement 
w ith this docum ent that 
founded our country. Quite in­ 
teresting when we consider the 
declaration was written over 
200 years ago." 
Vass said the Lompoc results 
were “ commendable,” con­ 
sidering the ignorance revealed 
in Alabama.

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Uranium smuggling probed 
THE BETTER HALF.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
FBI last year launched a secret 
but fruitless investigation of 
employees at a Pennsylvania 
n u c le a r p la n t, who w ere 
suspected of smuggling out 
highly enriched uranium in 
their crotches, newly declas­ 
sified documents say. 
No smuggled uranium was 
found, according to the docu­ 
ments, but stricter security 
measures brought union and 
other protests of “ pat down” 
searches of workers at other 
U.S. nuclear power plants. 
One worker objected because 
he was “ ticklish.” 
The new m aterial on the 
much-investigated Apollo, Pa., 
nuclear fuel plant has been 
re le a se d by the N a tu ra l 
Resources Defense Council, 
Inc., a non-profit environmen- 


tal group 
It obtained declassified docu­ 
m en ts fro m the N u c le a r 
Regulatory Commission and 
the fo rm er R e se a rc h and 
Development 
Administration, 
which supplemented material 
released last week to some of 
the media under Freedom of In­ 
formation Act requests. 
Previously released docu­ 
ments showed that since the 
early 1960s up to 200 pounds of 
enriched uranium handled by 
the Apollo plant’s previous 
m anagem ent — enough to 
m anufacture from 15 to 20 
bombs — could not be ac­ 
counted for and was suspected 
of having been diverted to 
I s r a e l to m a k e n u c le a r 
weapons. 
“ A secret sreport by a joint 
NRC-ERDA Task Force in- 


vestigating nuclear material 
accounting and control at the 
Babcock and Wilcox nuclear 
fuel plants at Apollo, Pa., 
reveals that the FBI in 1976 
launched a clandestine in­ 
vestigation following a report 
that employees were smuggling 
highly enriched unranium from 
the plant by hiding it in their 
crotches,” the council said 
“ A janitor at the plant,” it 
said, "told a fellow employee in 
a barroom conversation that 
w o rk ers w ere sm u g g lin g 
uranium out of the plant by 
hiding it between their legs to 
avoid detection .” 
The commission notified the 
FBI, which began an under­ 
cover investigation at the 
Apollo plant Aug. 16,1976 Some

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - About 
on e q u a r t e r o f th e 240 
Americans to be sent here from 
Mexican prisons in a convict 
swap will be freed on quick 
paroles, says the federal jail 
warden who will process the 
prisoners. 
Warden Walter Lumpkin said 
Saturday that it would take four 
or five weeks to process the es­ 
timated 60 “ quick” parolees. 
The transfer date has not been 
announced, but Lumpkin said 
the best guess is Dec 9 
The prisoners, some of whom 
o fficials said are in “ bad 
physical condition” with illnes­ 
ses that include tuberculosis, 
will be brought from Mexico to 
the San Diego facility to await 
hearings by the U.S. Parole 
Commission. 
The parole board plans to 
send two teams to handle the 
hearings. The hearings should 
last up to two weeks, and 
prisoners will have to wait at 
least 21 days for the results 
Inm ates who are denied 


parole will be transferred to 
o th e r 
p riso n 
f a c i l i t i e s , 
depending on the seriousness of 
the offense involved, their 
record, length of sentence and 
place of residence before being 
jailed in Mexico. 
Lumpkin said the prisoners 
from Mexico will be isolated 
from other inmates until doc­ 
tors examine them.

Boys go to the doctor more 
often than girls, but as they 
grow up, more females than 
males visit physicians 
The finding by the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare derives the reports 
from its annual survey of health 
services provided in doctors’ of­ 
fices. 
The latest 
HEW rep ort, 
released over the weekend, 
showed that 52.3 percent of 
visits to pediatricians are by 
males 
An earlier report in­ 
dicated that trend reverses at 
about age 15, when visits by 
females begin to outnumber 
those by males. 
The new report said nearly 
one of every three visits to a 
child doctor is for a routine 


medical checkup or other so- 
called “ well-child” care, as op­ 
posed to injury or complaints of 
illness. 


The general checkups were 
followed in order by cough, 
fever, visit for medication, 
throat soreness, earache, aller­ 
gic skin reactions, cold, re­ 
quired physical examination, 
abdominal pain, wounds of skin, 
n ausea and vom iting and 
problem s of the lower ex­ 
tremity. 


Pediatric visits represented 
more than 8 percent of all visits 
to physicians’ offices in 1975 
The report said a pediatrician 
spends about 12 minutes face- 
to-face with a patient, com­ 
pared to the 15 minutes-per- 
visit for all physicians.

mayor” behind him and con­ 
centrate on improving life for 
all residents once he is sworn in 
next May 
“ Let's talk about the issues 
facing this city. Let’s talk about 
putting people together and not 
separating them,” Morial, a 
former appeals court judge, 
told a news conference Sunday 
“ Let's not try to generate 
divisions — let’s generate coali­ 
tions Let's generate factions of 
people working together to im­ 
prove this city for everyone — 
black as well as white. Hispanic 
Am ericans, rich people and 
poor people 
And I don't say 
that as a cliche, I say that 
sincerely 
And I feel deeply 
about it.” 
Morial, 48, said he would 
begin preparing for the job 
alm ost im m ediately by at­ 
tending a seminar at Harvard 
University this week for newly 
elected mayors 
Sitting with his wife Sybil and 
his five children. Morial talked 
quietly about his victory over 
three-term 
Councilman Joe 
DiRosa 
Morial captured 51 5 
percent of the vote Saturday, 
winning nearly unanimous sup­ 
port in black precincts and firm 
support in white and racially 
mixed neighborhoods 
"Num bers do not always give 
one a m andate,” Morial said 
“ And though the margin of vic­ 
tory might be in some quarters 
considered slim. I think we got 
a constituency mandate by vir­ 
tue of the broad base of support 
that we had." 
M orial, the first black to 
graduate from Louisiana State 
University Law School and the 


first black Louisiana legislator 
this century, rejected the no­ 
tion race was the only issue in 
his campaign against DiRosa 
“ It was not that kind of race 
It was a race where people 
evaluated the candidates based 
upon what they offered to the 
voters." he said 
Morial is to be sworn in May 1 
to succeed Moon Landrieu. who 
served two terms and could not 
succeed himself 
He will join 
Maynard Jackson of Atlanta as 
one of the two black mayors in 
a major Deep South city 
Morial, who joked with 
reporters and assessed their 
performance during the cam ­ 
paign as good but not excellent, 
said he had 
spoken with 
Landrieu and was assured of 
help during the transition

The complex subject “ Mid-Life: Crisis 
and Opportunity” was tackled by Santa 
Barbara attorney Raymond L 
Sarna 
Thursday evening at a meeting of the 
Lompoc Mental Health Association in 
the multipurpose room of the Lompoc 
Library. 
Chairman of the Family Law Section 
of the Santa Barbara County Bar As­ 
sociation. Sarna became interested in 
mid-life issues because of his family law 
practice 
Mid-life crisis, he says, is an attitude 
— a way of dealing with external facts at 
the time of mid-life 
Dissolution of marriage and death of a 
spouse, the two most intense emotional 
experiences a person can experience at 
any time of life, are especially difficult 
to deal with in mid-life 
“ The resolution of feelings of hurt, 
abandonment, all have to be dealt with at 
once,” he said 
And how individuals cope with the 
crisis at hand depends on their stage of 
emotional development at the time 
For many, much of the focus is on 
what’s going on then, at that particular 
time and not so much on what’s to go 
after 
He calls this “ walking through life 
looking backwards” with the people in­ 
volved seeing only their past even though 


they’re in the present. 
TTieir rationale, he says, is “ Better I 
should not have to deal with the future 
because I have to deal with the past.” 
Which is purely neurotic. 
“ If we re rigid.” he said, “ we pay the 
consequences." 
Sarna feels that people should 
recognize that they are free agents at 
each point in time 
Which gives them more rights to be 
able to manage themselves. 


"The buck really stops with each one 
of us,” he said 
It is important to deal with crisis in a 
way that’s best for us and to make deci­ 
sions as individuals 
But he finds it strange how many peo­ 
ple are in a passive state — moving, but 
more as if being pulled along rather than 
imder their own power 
For this, Sarna balmes the media 
He believes that the media gives out 
censored news and the public just sits 
there and takes it This he seems to feel 
limits an individual's personal ex­ 
perience in dealing with crisis. 
“ We are encouraged to be passive,” he 
said, “ to sit in front of the TV to get that 
entertainment.” 
Then when we have a real crisis, he 
says we react with “ Gosh, I ’ve got to sit 
in front of the TV and have my crisis 
resolved ”

SYCSD proposes 
new sewer pact 


Bypass opposition grows 


Another and the latest ver­ 
sion of a joint proposed sewer 
agreement between the Santa 
Ynez Community Services 
D istrict 
and the Solvang 
M u n ic ip a l 
Im p ro v e m e n t 
District was formulated at an 
adjourned m eeting of the 
SYCSD board of directors 
Thursday night 
The document, which will 
now be forwarded to SMID, 
contains all of the S M ID 
modifications required by the 
State Water Resources Control 


Board, but refers to what was 
termed as several “ stumbling 
blocks" in the SMID concept of 
the pact. 
SYCSD officials said the 
agreement was being submitted 
to SM ID for use in further 
negotiations between the two 
districts. It was also noted that 
Santa Ynez is expected to make 
a final decision on the agree­ 
ment opposed to creation of a 
separate treatment plant of its 
own within 
a short period of 
time. 


Input from the community on a proposed road 
circulation element for Solvang was received by 
directors of the Solvang Municipal Improvement 
District Thursday night. 
Continued opposition to plans to develop a 
four-lane southerly bypass of the town was ex­ 
pressed bv an audience of about 20 people 
Lorna Pinassi, chairman of the circulation 
subcommittee of the Santa Ynez Valley Ad­ 
visory Committee, recounted the work of the 
subcommittee She indicated she would keep the 
SM ID board attuned of future actions and an­ 
nounced that the subcommittee was scheduled 


to vote on the bypass question Nov 22. 


A vote of the full advisory committee is set for 
Dec. 13, she indicated. 


Among those speaking against the bvpass 
were Virginia Moyer, Peggy Gardner and 
Frances Rose, president of the Santa Ynez 
Improvement and Protective Association Via a 
letter. Daryl Nielsen, a one-time SMID director,

little-publicized provision of the 
legislature’s 
newly enacted 
school finance bill reaches far

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Violence feared by some 
at Women's Conference 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The feminists say 
women are entitled to full equality with men, in­ 
cluding equal pay for equal work. Their oppo­ 
nents, which include the Ku Klux Klan, say 
equality would destroy the American family. 


The National Women’s Conference opening in 
Houston Friday was not planned as a confronta­ 
tion between these two points of view — but it 
could turn into one. 


An estimated 20,000 women delegates will 
witness the showdown at the $5 million federally 
sponsored meeting — the first such gathering of 
its kind 


Only 2,000 of them will be official delegates 
eligible to vote on a sweeping platform of 
women's issues including abortion, 
lesbian 
rights and the Equal Rights Amendment. 


But many — ranging from conference leader 
Bella Abzug to Klan Imperial Wizard Robert 
Shelton 8 expect a confrontation during the four- 
day meeting, perhaps among the non-delegates 
outside the hall Some fear violence. 


Women’s rights advocates will dominate the 
delegation by about four to one and are expected 
to enact a strong feminist platform, which later 
will be submitted to Congress and the president 


But neither side knows who will win an equally 
important battle for sympathetic media 
coverage. Some 750 print and broadcast 
reporters will cover the meeting 


Ruth Clusen, president of the League of 
Women Voters, believes American women will 
be on trial at the meeting, in the eyes of the 
world, the press and the politicians “ If we blow 
it.” she says, “ we may never get another 
chance.” 


Fredi Wescheler of the National Women's 
Political Caucus predicts the meeting will 
provide feminist ideas "a platform legitimacy 
and an appearance of being in the mainstream.” 


But Phyllis Schlafly, a leading opponent of 
women’s rights, said the meeting will simply ex­ 
pose unpopular feminist ideas, like lesbian 
rights, and predicts the meeting will be the 
“ death knell” of the women’s movement. 


Each side has accused the other of conspiring 
to use the meeting for its own purposes 


The feminists say the right wing is using the 
session to build political clout for other cam­ 
paigns — even for Mrs. Schlafly’s own potential 
Senate bid 


The organized opposition to women’s rights, 
which began about five years ago with Mrs. 
Schlafly’s Stop E R A group, will identify itself in 
Houston as the “ pro-family” caucus. 


The Schiatly torces argue that feminist goals 
— the ER A . lesbian rights, abortion, sex educa­ 
tion. child care centers — subvert biblical 
teaching by altering the traditional American 
family unit

James Horton Jr., 42. was 
arrested Friday by Orange 
County sheriff s trackers who 
trailed him to a 4-bv-6 foot, 
man-made cave, deputies said. 
Held for trespassing and on 
suspicion of assault with a 
deadly weapon, he was to be 
taken before a judge Tuesday 
He told his captors he lived in 


the hole because he “ didn’t 
want to be bothered by people.” 
The “ phantom" carried on 
his war on California 91, the 
Riverside freeway, near the

four or five cars with her ” 
D ave A lle n , an Orange 
County deputy, was driving 
through the canyon in May, off 
duty and unarmed, when he 
sighted the rockthrower and 
chased him into the river bot­ 
tom. “ He can really move 
through the brush.” Allen said 
later " I got the impression he 
wasn’t really trying to lose me, 
that he could have left me 
standing if he wanted.” 
In the brush, the man turned, 
hit Allen with rocks and stabbed 
him in the arm and neck Allen

The opening m inutes of the first quarter w ere played with patience and the

Lompoc got was an interception by David Aragon on the third 
snap of the game 
Lompoc fans began licking their chops as they figured the Braves w ere going 
to make quick work of the Cabrillo defense Not so. 
The Braves could only manage 6 yards on their first possession 


Another short series by Cabrillo forced a 48-yard punt by M ark W estover, 
when the B raves finally got on track, with a little help.

Cabrillo battle and carried the ball seven tim es for 36 of the B ra v es’ 62-yard

Syl Apps deal a bargain 


LOS A N G ELES (UP1) - 
After playing just one game 
on the same line with Syl 
Apps, it was obvious to 
Marcel Dionne 
The Los Angeles Kings. 
Dionne said candidly, got a 
steal when they landed the 
30-vear-old center in a two- 
for-two trade with the Pitt­ 
sburgh Penguins 
'This," smiled the Kings' 
superstar, “ is the most one­ 
sided trade I've ever seen in 
my seven years in the 
National Hockev League " 
Apps, M VP of the 1975 All- 
Star game, came here with 
Hartland Monahan, a 26- 
year-old right wing, in a deal 
that sent muscleman Dave 
Schultz and Gene Carr to the 
Penguins 
"Even Schultzie and Dave 
couldn't believe what we got 
for them,” Dionne added 
‘‘Boy, it was a steal." 
So the question is why did 
the Penguins make the 
trade9 
“ You n ever k n o w ,” 
shrugged Apps 
"M aybe 
they wanted different types 
of players I'd been in Pitt­ 
sburgh a long time and 
maybe they felt I was in a 
rut Maybe that's why they 
traded me 


"It would be nice to think 
they got stung but I ’m not 
going to say that 
I'll let 
other people make that 
determination if they want 
to Besides, it’s a little early 
to be making evaluations In 
any trade, you have to wait 
awhile ” 
Kings' general manager 
George Maguire had to get 
plenty for Schultz, too, 
because Schultz was a long­ 
time favorite of owner Jack 
Kent Cooke 
To utilize Apps' talents at 
their fullest 
Los Angeles 
coach Ron Stewart switched 
Dionne from center to right 
wing and put the pair on the 
same line with left wing 
Glenn Goldup 
Stewart said he's likely to 
keep that line together all 
season and that was all right 
as far as Apps was con­ 
cerned 
"Marcel Dionne is a super 
hockey player," Apps asses­ 
sed 
" If I'm playing with 
him, that means there's no 
pressure on me I can make 
a bad pass and Marcel is 
capable of turning it into a 
goal 
"T h e longer we plav 
together the better it will 
be. too When he knows what 


I'm going to do and I know 
what he’s going to do, that's 
when we'll really be click­ 
ing 
"So all I have to do now is 
go out and play my game. If 
I do that, things will take 
care of themselves. I'm not 
thinking in terms of going 
out and showing them (the 
Penguins i they made a mis­ 
take in trading me You only 
hurt yourself when you do 
something like that ” 


The fact of the matter is, 
though. Apps did feel he was 
doing a good job at Pitt­ 
sburgh 
In eight-plus seasons with 
the Penguins, the son of 
NHL Hall of Earner Syl Apps 
scored 503 points in 495 
games 
He played with a 
pulled groin for the final two 
and a half months of last 
season and that limited him 
to 18 goals and 43 assists in 
72 games 
He has dispelled any no­ 
tion the injury was still 
hurting his play although he 
wears a stomach brace as a 
precautionary measure and 
admits that he still has some 
soreness 
"When I came to camp 
this season.” he explained. 


" I took it pretty slow at first 
because last year was a very 
painful experience. A groin 
injury can really slow you 
down 
You don’t seem to 
have any power in your 
legs.” 
Traded to Pittsburgh by 
the New York Rangers in 
1971, the 6-foot, 185-pound 
native of Toronto seemed to 
fit right in after joining the 
Kings this season 
"Maybe it'll feel funny the 
first time I go back to Pitt­ 
sburgh but I do feel pretty 
comfortable here,” he said 
with a laugh. "This is a very 
good hockey club I always 
knew it was pretty good 
playing against them but you 
get a new insight when 
you're playing on the team ” 
Mike Murphy, the Kings' 
astute 
captain, 
addressed 
himself to another aspect of 
the trade, the loss of Schultz, 
who had 232 penalty minutes 
last season 
"There’s a difference be­ 
tween aggressive play and 
fighting." he noted. "Schult­ 
zie gave his best for this club 
but things have changed in 
the league the past five 
years 
There just isn't as 
much fighting allowed as 
there used to be ’’

Ocean Park loses again 


Well, it appears as if Ocean 
Park is going to be neglected 
for another year as far as any 
improvements are concerned. 


The budgeting sessions for 
the County Park Commission 
are set for Nov. 17 and Dec. 15, 
w i t h 
h o p e s 
t he 
discussions can be finished up 
by the latter date, according to 
County Park Director Michael 
Pahos. Working with a $719,972 
budget for capital outlays, 
some 13 county parks are 
scheduled for improvement by 
the parks department in fiscal 
year 1978-79, and Ocean Park 
isn’t one of them. 
For several years now Lom- 
pocans both in and out of 
g o v e r n m e n t 
have 
been 
prom pting Pahos and his 
department to get some im­ 
provements under way at the 


closest park to Lompoc, and 
one of only two parks in the 
fourth district with beach ac­ 
cess. To date, precious little 
has happened and we’d sure 
like to know why not. 
It used to be Ocean Park 
provided water skiing, and at 
least some enjoyable if chilly 
evenings to Lompocans. Now, 
the park provides little more 
than a dirt parking lot covered 
with mud holes and a decrepit 
boat ramp. Once the park had 
a park ranger. Now even his 
lodging facility is gone. The 
ambience of the place today is 
more closely related to Conan 
Doyle’s moors than to a beach 
park in the county of Santa 
Barbara, a county known for 
its beautiful beaches, ironical­ 
ly 
We, and a multitude of other 
Lompoc residents, would urge 


our supervisor to start now in 
getting some money budgeted 
for Ocean Park this year. The 
Parks Commission will review 
Pahos’ proposals and then sub­ 
mit them to the county ad­ 
ministrative officer for his 
recommendations. Following, 
the budget will go to the super­ 
visors as part of the entire 
county budget. 
It would seem to us the 
further downstream additional 
funds are requested beyond 
what Pahos has budgeted, the 
less likely will be the hoped- 
for approval. Starting to raise 
some dust over Ocean Park 
right now, then, appears to be 
an advantageous approach, 
and one we sincerely hope Bob 
Hedlund will not pass up. And 
if he chooses not to, then we 
should at least hear some ex­ 
planation as to why not.

Intelligence, 
pronounced that he 
stood “ in disgrace and 
shame" for what he 
had done. 
L e a v i n g

courtroom. Mr Helms 
told reporters that try 
as he might, he felt 
neither disgrace nor 
s h a m e : 
and 
his 
lawyer. Mr 
Edward 
Bennett Williams, said that on the con­ 
trary. Mr Helms should wear as a badge 
of honor his handling of the situation 
All of this is rather frustrating to the 
judge Hurl an anathema at an intended 
victim, and if it is powerless to hurt him. 
it is not powerless, by boomerang action, 
to hurt its dispatcher And with a few ex­ 
ceptions (the obvious ones), the people 
don't feel that Mr Helms, by failing to 
tell what he knew about clandestine 
operations in Chile to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, was disgraced 
They intuit the subtlety of the problem 
Not so long ago. listening to a speech 
by the gentleman who was then the 
Director of Central Intelligence. I heard 


him tell his audience that when directors 
testif y before the relevant committees of 
Congress, everv answer they give is 
truthful In the question period I asked 
him whether, if in fact the director of the 
CIA was occasionally required to give 
false or deceptive answers to a congres­ 
sional committee, it wouldn’t follow 
that, in talking to such an audience as 
this one. the director would need to 
maintain the fiction that he always told 
the truth 
He smiled, and answered: 
“No. when we give an answer, it is 
always truthful ’’ 
In the elementary logic books one oc­ 
casionally finds the proposition: “ All 
Cretans are liars, according to 
Kpimenides the Cretan." The trained 
eye is supposed to catch quickly the 
dilemma 
Such a proposition tells us 
nothing at all about whether Cretans are 
truthful, or untruthful If a Director of 
Central Intelligence is prepared to lie to 
a Senate Committee, then obviously he is 
prepared to lie to the layman who asks 
him whether he lied to a senate commit­ 
tee. 
1 To say simply that no one is above 
the law inadequately handles the dilem­ 
ma of the agent of Central Intelligence 
who has taken an antecedent oath not to 
divulge certain information That oath 
was also taken before a duly constituted 
agency of government — the Executive. 
2 As a practical matter, it should not 
be hard to understand the difficulty. If, 
let us say. an informer agrees to furnish 
one of our agents with secret informa-

Arms to Rhodesian guerrillas 


WASHINGTON - The Soviet Union 
and China are secretly shipping weapons 
to black Rhodesian guerrillas in an effort 
to gain new influence in wartorn Africa. 
The tenacious guerrillas are fighting 
Rhodesia’s white minority government 
from bases in Mozambique, across the 
c o u n t r y ’s ea s t e rn 
border, and Zambia, 
to the north. They are 
waging their hit-and- 
run war with light 
weapons, such as ri­ 
f l e s , 
m i n e s 
and 
p l a s t i q u e bombs, 
which, according to 
U S . G o v e r n m e n t 
sources, are being 
p r o v i d e d 
by t he 
Soviets and Chinese. 
T he c o m m u n i s t 
weapons are shipped 
by freighter to the official military 
forces of Mozambique and nearby Tan­ 
zania. Some of the arms are siphoned off 
by those countries, according to compe­ 
tent sources, and the rest are trucked to 
the guerrilla bases 
The nationalists, split by a power 
struggle, nevertheless fight for the un­ 
ited cause of displacing the white Rhode­ 
sian regime The two main factions don’t 
receive the same weapons, our sources 
said Peking sends the bulk of its support 
to the Zimbabwe African National Union 
(ZANU), while the Kremlin ships its 
arms to both the Zimbabwe African 
People’s Union (ZAPU) and the ZANU. 
Neither group wants to be beholden to 
the superpowers. But the United States, 
the Soviet Union and Red China are in 
hot pursuit of African allies. 
However, government sources told us 
that the United States is not sending 
military supplies to either faction in 
Rhodesia 
The Carter administration 
doesn't want to get caught up in an 
African arms race with the communists. 
But neither can the United States af­ 
ford the diplomatic losses that would 
follow a bloody racial war in Rhodesia 
that is fought and won with communist 
weapons The administration, therefore, 
is desperately trying to convince the ob­ 
stinate Rhodesian prime minister, Ian 
Smith, to transfer power peacefully from 
Rhodesia's 270,000 whites to its six 
million blacks. 


Meanwhile, the Soviets have concluded 
that providing weapons is the way to win 
friends and influence countries in Africa 
The Kremlin has enjoyed recent succes­ 
ses in Angola, where it backed the winn­ 
ing side in a civil war, and in Mozam­ 
bique, where it has displaced Peking as 
the major communist mentor. 
But if our peacekeeping efforts fail 
and a full-scale war does break out in 
Rhodesia, the United States will not 
become involved militarily, according to 
reliable sources. 
Some white Rhodesisans prefer an es­ 
calated war. naively believing that the 
United States and Britain would come to 
their rescue against a communist-

supported conflict. But U.S. analysts 
consider this an unlikely possibility. 
Moscow, also, would prefer a destruc­ 
tive war, fought with Russian tanks and 
MiG Jet fighters. The Chinese could not 
match the quality of the Soviet weapons; 
therefore, the Kremlin would likely 
emerge as the closest ally of the black 
guerrillas, should they be victorious. 
Footnote: Our sources warned that 
Cuban troops are standing by to support 
the guerrillas, as they did in Angola 
GEORGIA GIRL: Despite complaints 
that he is filling his administration with 
too many Georgians. President Carter 
plans to bring still another resident of his 
home state to the Capital. This time, 
Carter wants Omi Walden, the head of 
the Georgia Energy Department, to 
become the new Department of Energy’s 
assistant secretary for conservation and 
solar applications.

As for her ex­ 
perience, she says she is proud of 
Georgia’s record on conservation and 
solar energy. 
WASHINGTON WHIRL: Transporta­ 
tion Secretary Brock Adams recently 
dispatched a five-man delegation to 
Tokyo to ask the Japanese to install air 
bags in the Toyotas, Datsuns and other 
cars they export to the United States. 
Adams reportedly hopes the Japanese 
will set an example for U.S. manufac­ 
turers by installing the air bags before 
the 1981 deadline set by Congress 
—Comptroller of the Currency John 
Heimann. a target of some criticism in 
the Bert Lance case, has been shoring up 
his image in the banking community.

I have just finished reading your 
editorial on the decriminalization of 
marijuana, and I am saddened that we 
have come to the point in our history that 
we now legislate to accommodate the 
problem, not solve or eliminate it I grew 
up in the early 1950s when marijuana 
was something that only the Mafia or the 
youths in the Black or Mexican 
American areas of Los Angeles used 
And for the next ten years we sat back 
smugly watching the poor Black or 
Mexican-American kids being given the 
g r ea t e s t punishment the White 
Establishment could dish out for the use 
of that illegal weed. But, then we entered 
the era of the 1960s and all of a sudden we 
were faced with an interesting new 
problem It seems the young people be­ 
ing apprehended for the use of marijuana 
were not members of the Mafia or 
minorities, but lo and behold the white, 
middle class establishment 
We had a problem in the mid-sixties 
and it really began to worry us We were 
beginning to put our own children away 
with what we used to call the real 
criminals. When we were putting away 
the poor Black or Mexican American and 
throwing away the key, there was no 
reason to change the law. But all of a 
sudden it was our own kids we were lock­ 
ing up and we began to think the laws 
were much too tough After all, the 
banker’s kid. the doctor or lawyer’s kid, 
the school teacher’s kid were being 
caught. And the banker, the doctor, the 
lawyer and the school t e ac h e r 
themselves were being apprehended and 
put behind bars by the now evil police, 
who were asking them to suffer the 
penalities and humiliations we once glad­ 
ly heaped upon the disadvantaged From 
that point on a great cry went up, 
“Change the marijuana laws for the sake 
of our children and friends.” What used 
to be only bad in the ghetto, now was all 
right in the middle class suburbs and we 
must change the law. And so it seems we 
are. 
But you know, I am scared and sad­ 
dened Scared that we now must change 
the law regarding the use of cocaine 
since it is sniffed by some of the best 
noses in the country. And after all they 
say it is no more harmful than marijuana 
so change is the only course to keep our 
children and friends once more out of 
jail. I am saddened to think of all the 
wasted years. We the White Establish­ 
ment, imposed penalties upon the disad­ 
vantaged for using something then il­ 
legal and only changing the law when our 
own kids and friends turned up on the 
wrong side of the bars. 
Change the laws to solve the problem 
— I wonder if that is right? I wonder if it 
doesn’t create more problems? There is 
a weakness in our system somewhere, I 
hope we find it before it is too late
